Gladioli  are  an  excellent  paying  crop  to  any  florist 
who  will  give  a little  study  to  their  culture.  Early  vari- 
eties may  be  started  in  January,  some  even  earlier,  and 
this  planting  should  be  followed  up  with  another  every 
3 weeks  until  April  1st.  Carnation  temperature  suits 
Gladioli  very  well.  Close  planting  causes  non-flower- 
ing. This  goes  for  cold  frames  as  well  as  for  green- 
houses. Bulbs  should  be  spaced  5 inches  apart.  They 
are  impatient  of  too  much  moisture  except  when  the 
buds  are  well  up.  As  to  varieties,  America,  Halley, 
Mrs.  Frances  King,  Mrs.  Frank  Pendleton  and  Schwaben 
are  the  best  to  start  with,  they  are  reasonable  in  price 
and  sure  to  bloom  with  splendid  spikes.

Spiraea  should  be  planted  in  6-inch  or  7-inch  pots 
according  to  size  of  clump,  well  below  the  rim  of  the 
pot.
